God “is glorified in the assembly 
of His saints.” He is certainly glori- 
fied by the love, the devotion, the 
sinlessness of the Mother He chose 
in a@ most extraordinary manner. 
He sent an archangel from Heaven 
to be His messenger to Her, and 
depended on her free will to re- 
spond to His call. | 


No one who meditates at all 
thinks of devoting less than 15 
minutes daily to it. But it does not 
take 15 minutes to recite the one- 


third part of the Rosary as describ- 
ed above. 


One need not be in a kneeling 
position while saying the Ro- 
sary. He can say it sitting or 
he can say it in bed, giving his 
last words of the day to God 
through His Blessed Mother. 


But if you are not yet under a 
pledge, at least to yourself to say 


of the “Holy Rosary.” Of course 
it will not bind under pain of sin. 

Non-Catholics object to the Ro- 
sary because they claim it con- 
sists of “vain repetitions.” Cer- 
tainly the petitions are not “vain.” 
Every good proper is worth repeat- 
ing frequently. The angels in Heav- 
en are represented as repeating 
constantly “holy, holy, holy.” 
Christ Himself set the example of 
repeating a good prayer when He 


did so three times in the Garden 
of Olives. 


The Lord's Prayer is repeated 
six times by the one who says the 
third part of the Rosary, and were 
we not told to use the Lord’s Pray- 
er daily? The words “give us ‘this 
day’ our daily bread” would have 
no nn unless we meant 
that if we wanted God's favors to- 


morrow we would ask for them 
again. 


The mother knows that her chil- 
dren love her, but she is glad to 
have them tell her so many times 
a day. Wh Should not children of 
God tell Him many times a day 
that they love Him? 


Non-Catholics are not always edi- 
fied when they hear the Rosary 
recited in public because of the 
speed with which the prayers are 
answered. Neither are Catholics.

Raphael means “God has heal- 
ed,” and this angel specializes not 
in messenger work at all, but in 
assisting humans in another way. 
Raphael it was who appeared as a 
travelling companion of. Tobias. 
When Tobias was busy with his 
good works, Raphael prayed to the 
Lord, with the result that Tobias 
was cured of his blindness, and his 
son’s wife was saved from the 
devil. 

In the New Testament, we all 
remember the story of the pond 
where the sick waited for an angel 
of the Lord to come and méve the 
waters. The first sick person to 
reach the pond was assured of 
being cured. The Bible does not 
say who that angel was, but many 
authorities guess that it was Raph- 
ael. His specialty seems to be cur- 
ing the sick, and the Church ‘re- 
cognizes this talent in the prayers 
appointed for Raphael’s feast on 
the 24th of this month. The hymns 
of the Office for that day recall 
the healing power of Raphael.

Messengers, healers, fighters— 
is that what angels are? Actually, 
those jobs are incidental to their 
main purpose.

The word “angel” is roughly 
the equivalent of “messenger,” but 
Saint Augustine points out that 
the name expresses neither their 
nature nor their principal func- 
tion. Daniel says that he saw the 
throne of heaven, where “thous- 
ands on thousands ministered to 
Him, and ten thousand times a 
hundred thousand stood before 
Him.” 

Saint Thomas Aquinas gives us 
some wonderful ideas as to what 
angels are like. He points out that

they can speak without worrying 
about distance. All they have to do 
is wish to communicate with an- 
other angel, and the message

But Saint Thomas makes it very 
clear that angels are not God. They 
cannot work real miracles; that is, 
they can do strange and wonderful 
things which men might not under- 
stand, but they can do only those 
things which are possible through 
natural causes. It remains for God 
to do those things which are be- 
yond the power of any created 
nature. 

There is one beautiful, consoling 
fact we know about angels. They 
watch over us all the time. The-

stood that each human person has 
his own particular guardian angel. 
In the Psalms we read, “For He 
has given His angels charge over 
thee, to keep thee in all thy ways.” 

Saint Jerome, who translated 
the Bible, wrote, “The dignity of 
the soul is so great, that each has 
a guardian angel from his birth.” 
It makes no difference whether we 
are Catholic or non-Catholic, sin- 
ner or saint, poor or rich, each of 
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us has an angel to watch out for : 
him. The angel cannot prevent our f 
doing wrong if we insist on it, for : 
angels cannot change our wills. 4 
They can help us, they can guide f 
us, Sut our own free will must de- : 
cide what we do. : 

When we were young, we used 
to pray to our guardian angel 
every day. You don’t hear prayers 
like that as much as you used to. 
Maybe we have forgotten these 
wonderful beings who can do so 
much for us.
